Kingston, N. Y., Aug. 25.—Mr. and 
Mrs. Bryan were brought over the H ud­ 
son from Rhinecliffe to Kingston Point 
Monday afternoon on a tug. Three or 
four hundred persons were at the land­ 
ing, where the train was in waiting to 
receive the passengers from the

A book-keeper in the railroaders camp 
along the Wisconsin & Northern Rail­ 
road haB communicated to the under­ 
sheriff of thiB county to the effect, 
that unmistakable evidence of recent 
habitation in a hitherto deserted 
chanty near Boot Lake had been dis­ 
covered, and that a man answering 
the description of Zulke was seen in

Cleveland, Aug. 25.—The Py’thians 
lave taken the forest city by storm, and 
according to present appearances the 
meeting of the supreme lodge and en­ 
campment of the uniform rank will be 
the largest and most successful in the 
aistory of the order.

Then the camp flag 
was hoisted to the top of the

elicited some irresponsible and re­ 
markable statements in the columns 
of your paper.

However much the “ mouth of fools 
babbleth out foolishness” the Clinton 
Board of Eealth proposes to do its 
duty without fear or favor. 
Every means passible w ill be taken 
to prevent any further spread of the 
disease. 
While efficient quarantine is 
maintained in the few families where 
the discase is located, there ie no ne 
ceseity whatever for the public to boy 
cott our village merchants.
